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We’ll step up patrols, 
says Ely’s police chief 


POLICE have finally spo¬ 
ken out over the attacks in 
Ely’s Country Park and 
insist patrols are being 
stepped up in a bid to catch 
the offenders. 

Russ Waterston, Ely’s 
Chief Inspector, has spoken 
exclusively to the Weekly 
News about the issue - 
along with drug use at the 
public toilets in Sacrist Gate 
- and is assuring residents 
that his officers are working 
hard to tackle the issues. 

It comes after numerous 
reports in recent weeks 
about dog walkers being 
confronted and even 
attacked by “aggressive” 
people when walking their 
dogs in the Pocket Park and 
Roswell Pits area of Ely. 

Residents also say the 
public toilets in the grounds 
of Ely Cathedral are “rife” 
with drug activity. 

Cambridgeshire Police 
said previously they were 
unaware of any issues. 

Mr Waterston said: “I 
would like to reassure resi¬ 
dents regarding several 
issues which have been 
brought to our attention 
over the past few weeks. 

“Firstly we have been 
made aware of concerns 
regarding anti-social 
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behaviour at Roswell Pits 
and the cathedral toilets. 

“We do regularly patrol 
these areas as there have 
been issues in the past. . . 
we have increased patrols 
to ensure we catch anyone 
who may be committing 
offences or acting anti- 
socially. 

“We are also planning to 
carry out a leaflet drop 
around the Roswell Pits 
area urging residents to 
report incidents and make 
us aware of concerns. 

“We will continue to 
patrol the cathedral toilets 
and will deploy plain- 
clothed officers to catch 
anyone who might be using 
drugs there. We will not tol¬ 
erate drug use and will use 
every tactic available to us 
to disrupt this type of crim-

inality and prosecute 
offenders.” 

Mr Waterston says the lat¬ 
est crime figures show that 
crime in the area has 
dropped by more than 20 
per cent. 

He said: “We are pleased 
with our performance but 
there are still challenges 
ahead. We always want to 
improve and help make the 
city an even safer place for 
people to be. 

“Residents are very 
important to us. You are our 
eyes and ears in the com¬ 
munity and your informa¬ 
tion is vital in helping us 
continue to push down 
crime and reduce anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

“I read with interest a let¬ 
ter in the Weekly News rais¬ 
ing concerns that the lights 
at Ely Police Station were 
switched off during the 
night. Rest assured, Ely is 
manned 24/7. 

“The fact the lights are off 
is a good sign. It means my 
officers are out patrolling 
and keeping residents safe. 

“We hold regular panel 
meetings - people are wel¬ 
come to attend and bring 
issues to our attention, or 
simply write to me, anony¬ 
mously if you prefer.”

ONE of King’s Ely’s most 
anticipated dates on the 
school calendar is being 
held this Saturday. 

Students are gearing 
themselves up for the 
annual Hoop Trundle 
and members of the 
public are invited to 
watch. 

The trundle 
commemorates the 
re-founding of the school 
by King Henry VIII in 
1541. 

Having dissolved Ely 
monastery, he gave the 
school its first royal 
charter and established 
the 12 King’s Scholars 
(boys). 

One of the privileges he 
allowed them was to play 
games, including the 
bowling of hoops, in the 
cathedral precincts. 

In 1970, the school 
admitted girls for the 
first time in its 1,000- 
year history, and three 
years later the King’s 
Scholars were joined by 
Queen’s Scholars (girls) 
at the request of Queen 
Elizabeth II during her 
visit to the school in 
1973. 

The vibrant event will 
take place on the East 
Lawn of Ely Cathedral at 
12pm and is open to the 
public.

Care staff fight 
40% wage cuts

CARE workers who face big 
wage cuts are standing up to 
their bosses with the help of 
trade union, UNISON. 

Staff at Thera Trust East Anglia, 
a major social care provider in 
East Cambridgeshire, have been 
told their wages could be slashed 
by up to 40 per cent. 

The firm, which runs group 
homes for vulnerable adults with 
learning disabilities, has con¬ 
firmed it is undertaking a major 
pay review but says no redun¬ 
dancies are being proposed. 

However, angry staff have 
taken the review up with the 
public sector trade union, 
UNISON. 

Their caseworker, Julia 
Drummond, said: “Daily I am 
meeting workers at Thera East 
Anglia, doing an important job 
helping the most vulnerable 
people in East Cambridgeshire, 
who will have difficulties meet¬ 
ing their own basic needs after 
the pay reduction. 

“Staff have raised these con¬ 
cerns and are being told by their 
employer that if they do not sign 
their new contracts the company 
will make them jobless.” 

One member of Thera staff, 
based in Ely, said that many staff 
were trying to find work else¬ 
where and that they feared for 


the vulnerable tenants. 

A spokesman for Thera East 
Anglia said: “Our current pay 
review has been undertaken in 
the context of the national policy 
around personalisation, 
designed to give those with a 
learning disability far more con¬ 
trol over key aspects of their 
lives. 

“We have undertaken a full 
review of staff terms and condi¬ 
tions to make sure the organisa¬ 


tion can continue to offer high 
quality, person-centred support, 
which is affordable to people 
with a learning disability. 

“We have now issued a sum¬ 
mary of final decisions and new 
contracts to our staff. 

“No redundancies are pro¬ 
posed in relation to the pay 
review and those staff most 
affected are being offered sub¬ 
stantial discretionary support 
for at least 12 months.”

New twist to Soham 
supermarket row

TWO major supermarket 
chains will launch a battle to 
open a store in Soham - but 
only if plans to build a new 
supermarket on the out¬ 
skirts of the town are reject¬ 
ed. 

Local businessman 
Jonathan James, owner of the 
town’s Budgens store in Clay 
Street, revealed on Monday 
that there are two supermar¬ 
ket giants which want to buy 
his store. 

Mr James, who lives in 
Soham, says both companies 
are keen to buy the Budgens 
store and turn it into a larger 
town centre supermarket - 
but only if planners at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council refuse Harrier 
Developments’ plans to build 
a new supermarket in The 
Shade area of the town. 

The contentious proposals 
have been at the centre of 
controversy ever since they

were submitted last March. 

Speaking to the Weekly 
News, Mr James said: “I am in 
talks with two big supermar¬ 
kets which want to buy my 
Budgens store. I cannot say 
which firms the two super¬ 
markets are but they are two 
out of the top four, ie: Tesco, 
Sainsbury’s, Morrisons and 
Asda. 

“They are quite clear about 
what they want. They will go 
head-to-head to buy my store 
but only if Harrier 
Developments’ plans are 
refused by the council. They 


have both said that if those 
plans are approved they will 
walk away.” 

While some people say 
Soham is desperate for a large 
out-of-town supermarket, 
others insist another super¬ 
market will further harm the 
town’s High Street. 

Mr James said: “This deal 
would retain and improve a 
central supermarket, which 
in turn would breathe life 
into the town centre. People 
are right to be worried about 
the High Street. 

“If a big supermarket is built 


on the edge of town people 
are undoubtedly going to 
shop there and forget about 
the town centre shops. 

“By having a large super¬ 
market in Clay Street, people 
would do their groceries and 
support the town centre 
shops at the same time. 

“If the out-of-town plans are 
approved then I would con¬ 
tinue to run Budgens but we 
would seriously have to con¬ 
sider an alternative use for 
the site as I expect the impact 
on us would be considerable.” 

The decision on the Harrier 
Developments proposals is 
being made on May 15.

David unearths 
the missing link

AN archaeologist from Ely and a 
team of researchers have found evi¬ 
dence there was continuous occu¬ 
pation around Stonehenge 5,000 
years earlier than scientists first 
believed. 

The excavation, led by archaeolo¬ 
gist David Jacques from the Open 
University, unearthed material that 
revealed existence of a semi-per- 
manent settlement near the famous 
heritage site from 7,500 to 4,700 BC. 

Tests using carbon dating tech¬ 
niques on materials discovered that 
people were present on the 
Vespasian’s Camp site, less than a 
mile from the historic stones, dur¬ 
ing every millennium in between. 

Ely resident Dr Jacques first 
became interested in the area after 
viewing aerial photographs of the 
site in a Cambridge University 
archive in 1999. 

Dr Jacques noticed that the site 
contained a natural spring - the 
nearest fresh water to Stonehenge 
itself - and called this finding “piv-

otal” in their research. 

He said: “The whole landscape is 
full of prehistoric monuments and 
it is extraordinary in a way that this 
has been such a blind spot for so 
long archaeologically.” 

The project, run on a low budget 
and powered by volunteers, has 
generated excitement among other 
leading archaeologists. 

Professor Peter Rowley-Conwy, 
from Durham University, said: 
“The site has the potential to 


become one of the most important 
Mesolithic sites in north-western 
Europe - sensational.” 

Dr Josh Pollard, from the 
Stonehenge Riverside Project, said: 
“I suspect he’s [David] just hit the 
tip of the iceberg in terms of 
Mesolithic.” 

The findings were shown on the 
BBC programme Stonehenge: The 
Missing Link as part of The Flying 
Archaeologist series on Monday 
night.

I have heard bitterns booming on the 
settlement ponds and seen a bittern fly over 
Cuckoo Bridge. There have been several 
sightings of bittern in the area of Fore Mill 
Wash and Cuckoo Bridge this spring. 

Fore Mill Wash is an essential part of the 
wildlife corridor between the two parts of Ely 
Pits an Meadows Site of Special Scientific 
Interest. 

Many of us are proud of Ely’s SSSI and are 
doing all we can to make sure that it continues 
as a valuable wildlife site. 

It is too important to wildlife and local 
people to be used by Cambridge University to 
build an elite residential rowing facility. 

There are other sites that will not damage a 


sensitive site. 

The Cambridge University boathouse will be 
of no benefit at all to the people of Ely, not even 
Ely rowers, and if this year’s Cambridge crew is 
typical almost no benefit to Britain’s Olympic 
rowing programme as only one of their rowers 
was British.

‘Motorists are getting 
away with murder here’

A FORMER parking warden has 
spoken out about parking issues 
in Ely and says drivers are “getting 
away with murder”. 

The parking attendant, who 
worked in the city for a number of 
years, says motorists are parking 
wherever they want because nei¬ 
ther police nor East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council are enforcing 
parking restrictions properly 

He said: “Quite frankly 
motorists are parking where they 
want in Ely because they can. 

“They know that if they park in 
a loading bay in the High Street 
there’s nobody there to ticket 
them and they know they can 
park on the double yellow lines in 
Forehill as the likelihood of them 
being caught is low. 

“The majority of drivers in Ely 
do obey the rules but there are 
others who are getting away with 
murder. 

“It’s not on and unless the 
police and the council work 
together to make sure the restric¬ 
tions are properly enforced then 
it’ll continue forever.” 

As previously reported, there 


are numerous areas in Ely city 
centre being blighted by motorists 
parking illegally. 

Market Street has a problem 
with taxi drivers parking where 
they shouldn’t, Forehill is blighted 
with people parking on both sides 
of the road, despite there being 
double yellow lines, and the bays 


in the High Street, despite being 
horizontal, are often occupied by 
parallel parked vehicles. 

Some drivers are also parking in 
High Street on Saturdays when the 
road is meant to be out of bounds 
to vehicles. 

The former traffic warden said: 
“If drivers are parked in Ely’s car 


parks for longer than they should 
be then they’re ticketed, which is 
what should happen. 

“But why isn’t it happening in 
Ely's streets where to be honest 
illegal parking is even more of a 
problem? There’s absolutely no 
point in having parking restric¬ 
tions and rules if they’re not being 
enforced.” 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council says it is responsible for 
enforcing restrictions in the city’s 
car parks but not for on-street 
parking. 

Cambridgeshire Police say 
parking issues in Ely are being 
treated as a “priority”. 

A spokesman for the force said: 
“Parking is a panel priority and 
we regularly patrol key areas and 
issue tickets where motorists 
are found to be committing an 
offence. 

“Since January we have issued 
a number of tickets including to 
vehicles in Fore Hill, Broad Street, 
Barton Square, Chequers Lane, St 
Mary’s Street, Market Street and 
Newnham Street. 

“We also carry out dip 
samples to ensure vehicles 
are correctly parked.” 


FREE work clubs are being held once a 
week in Ely to help people get jobs and 
gain new skills. 

Cambridgeshire County Council, 

Job Centre Plus and the Adult Careers 
Service hold the work club at Ely 
Library every Friday from 10am to 
noon. The free sessions are for anyone 
currently looking for work. 

Margaret Muir, area manager for 
learning centres at Cambridgeshire 
County Council, said: "These clubs 
provide practical help for those looking 
for employment, as well as one-to-one 
support. 

"Advice and support is free and we 
encourage anyone who needs help 
to come along and meet our friendly 
advisors." 

The club offers advice and guidance 
on employment, and also provides 
support for people wishing to gain 
qualifications in IT or wanting to brush 
up on their maths and English skills. 

Peter Bone, from near Ely, was made 
redundant last year and has recently 
found employment through the job 
club. 

He said: "Through the club I 
completed courses that enabled me 
to update my skills and help me find 
employment - and I'm lucky as I have 
now found a job that I was made for." 

Attendees can also receive advice 
from Job Centre Plus advisers, and 
receive one-to-one support with CV 
writing.

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We want facilities at new 
boathouse, says club boss

MEMBERS of a rowing club now fear 
they will not benefit in any way from 
Cambridge University’s proposed 
new boathouse in Ely - despite their 
assistance in drawing up the plans. 

The Isle of Ely Rowing Club (IoERC) 
members fear they will not be accom¬ 
modated in the development pro¬ 
posed by Cambridge University Boat 
Club (CUBC) if it is approved, which 
has sparked anger from its president, 
boat race veteran Martin Whitworth. 

Mr Whitworth, 88, has now written 
to the vice-chancellor of Cambridge 
University, Professor Sir Leszek 
Boryslewicz, asking the institution to 
help the club find new headquarters. 

The rowing club operates from con¬ 
tainers and members want “some 
basic facilities” at the new boathouse 
for them to use. 


In his letter, Mr Whitworth said: “It 
would do wonders with the Ely com¬ 
munity, enhance the university’s 
image and take the wind out of objec¬ 
tors’ sails if my local club could be 
provided with some basic facilities as 
part of the proposed development. 

“CUBC benefits immensely from 
being able to use the river at Ely. It is 
my hope that you can see your way to 
use your influence to help the com¬ 
munity, represented by my IoERC, in 
return.” 

It was earlier this year that CUCB, 
Cambridge University Women’s Boat 
Club and Cambridge University 
Lightweight Rowing Club applied for 
planning permission to build their 
new boathouse in Ely. 

The plans have proven to be extreme¬ 
ly contentious, mainly because the 
site lies in between two of Ely’s Sites of 
Specific Scientific Interest (SSSIs), and

objectors say it will damage wildlife 
and the environment. 

The new facility would provide all 
three clubs with a base to train and 
would boast a ‘dry boathouse’ with 
five boat bays, a weights room, chang¬ 
ing rooms, crew rest areas and a flat. 

There would also be a second wet 
boathouse building for storage and a 
workshop. 

The applicants say the development 
would offer improved facilities not 
only for the three university clubs but 


also for local rowing clubs and other 
residents. 

But IoERC chairman Derek 
Pickersgill has welcomed Mr 
Whitworth’s initiative said: “We antic¬ 
ipated that community benefit would 
extend to making suitable and afford¬ 
able provision for the local club along¬ 
side the three Cambridge rowing 
clubs. 

“Unfortunately, this does not seem 
to be the case and we simply cannot 
afford to pay the rent proposed by 
Cambridge for part of the site as well 
as the expense of building our own 
clubhouse. If IoERC is unable to afford 
what is being offered as a ‘gift’, then 
there is no local benefit to anyone, 
rower or otherwise.” 

A decision will be made next 
Thursday, May 9, and the plans are 
recommended for approval, subject to 
conditions.

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FRENCH HONOUR: Great grandmother Edna James has died, aged 103 


Popular Ely 
woman dies, 
aged 103 


A GREAT grandmother honoured by 
the French for her war work has died, 
aged 103. 

Edna James, who lived in the Ely area 
all her life, was born on the ninth day of 
the ninth month in 1909. 

A teacher for 42 years, Edna, wife of 
the late Tom, dedicated the majority of 
her spare time to public service. 

She was president of Coveney Women’s 
Institute for a total of 12 years and a 
member of the Isle of Ely Federation of 
Women’s Institutes. 

Edna’s war years were spent in the vil¬ 
lage of Coveney, where she was presi¬ 
dent of the Infantry Welfare, a volun¬ 
tary service which saw mothers and 
their newborn babies supported with 
healthcare and advice, which was espe¬ 
cially important for young families in 
remote rural areas. 

After the war, she was honoured with 
three medals for her continuous public 
service - the Civil Defence Medal and 
two from the French government. 

Edna was also one of three WI mem¬ 
bers invited by the French to visit France 
immediately after VE Day to distribute

parcels donated by WI members. 

Talented in the kitchen, Edna regular¬ 
ly entered cookery competitions and 
won trips to the Los Angeles Olympic 
Games and the Grand Canyon. 

In other competitions she won a visit 
to the Monaco Grand Prix and a new 
car. 

Eventually Edna retired to Ely, where 
she did voluntary work in the cathedral 
shop for 12 years. 

She died peacefully at her home on 
April 13. 

The Weekly News interviewed Edna 
when she turned 100 and she said some 
of her fondest memories were hearing 
Mother Teresa speak in Cambridge in 
1977 and flying on Concorde. 

She also recalled visiting three impor¬ 
tant places of Christian pilgrimage and 
attending a garden party at Buckingham 
Palace. 

Edna leaves three children, six grand¬ 
children and six great-grandchildren. 

Her funeral was held at St Mary’s 
Church, Ely, yesterday.

Fence to keep ‘drug users’ out 


A FENCE was erected in Ely 
Cathedral’s grounds to keep drug 
users and “night-time intruders” 
away, bosses have revealed. 

However, the fence was put up 
without planning permission 
being sought, so now the cathe¬ 
dral’s chapter has been forced to 
submit retrospective plans to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The timber trellis-type fence 
was fitted along the top of the 
eastern wall of the southern area 
of The Almonry gardens to 
“increase security”. 


In a statement to the council, 
Graham Shorter, from the chap¬ 
ter, said: “At the time of erection, 
no consultation occurred. 

“The work was in response to an 
immediate need to increase secu¬ 
rity after an incident involving 
theft of lead from The Almonry 
roof. 

“Drug-use by frequent night¬ 
time intruders was also of great 
concern. 

“Since erection, the cathedral’s 
fabric advisory committee has 
supported the planting of roses 
along the wall/fence to soften 


appearance and provide a thorny 
obstacle to intruders. 

“There is no point of access 
within this wall. It is the unau¬ 
thorised access of trespassers 
climbing over the original low 
wall from the paddock which we 
seek to eliminate.” 

If the plans are approved by the 
council, the fence will remain. If 
they are rejected, the cathedral 
could be forced to pull the fence 
down. 

A decision is expected within 
eight weeks.

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Bam lire 
prompts 
fresh 
warning 

A BARN caught light 
after a farmer lit a 
bonfire too close to it. 

The blaze happened in 
Clarks Drove, Soham, 
just days after 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service (CFRS) 
warned residents to be 
cautious about where 
and when they light 
bonfires. 

Two fire crews were 
called to the inferno in 
Soham at around 
12.15pm on Wednesday, 
April 24 and arrived to 
find a bonfire had 
spread to a barn 
measuring around 30ft 
by 25ft. 

Just six days earlier, 
two outbuildings in 
Whitecross Road, 
Wilburton, caught light 
after high winds caused 
a bonfire to get out of 
control. 

Speaking about the 
blaze in Soham, Jon 
Wade, watch 
commander at CFRES, 
said: “We would advise 
people to never light a 
bonfire in unsuitable 
weather conditions and 
to always build them 
well clear of buildings, 
sheds and fences.” 


Heartbreak as dog 
thefts on the rise

ORGANISED gangs have 
turned from metal theft to 
stealing scores of dogs in 
burglaries across 

Cambridgeshire. 

Last year, 20 dogs were 
snatched by house-raiding 
criminals in the county and 
two cocker spaniel puppies 
were stolen from a house in 
Station Road, Stow-cum- 
Quy, earlier this month. But 
that could be the tip of the 
iceberg. 

Colin Baxter, who runs 
The Pet Detectives, said: 
“This is organised theft. We 
visit gypsy sites all the time 
but it is not just travellers. 
Crimes tend to trend and 
criminals learn from each 
other new ways to make 
money and dogs are easy to 
sell on the internet black 
market. Since December, 
when new laws came in 
where scrap dealers are no 
longer allowed to pay cash, 
we have seen a surge in dog 
thefts.” 

Dog Lost, which keeps a 
database of missing and sto¬ 
len dogs, received about 
3,500 reports of dog thefts 
nationally last year - esti¬ 


mated to be far more than 
recorded by police. 

Nik Oakley, the group’s 
spokeswoman, said: “It’s a 
very nasty business and 
many thefts are done by 
organised gangs. The 
increase in dognapping, 
where they steal the pet, 
wait for a reward offer and 
return the dog, as well as 
theft, is because it is now 
harder to sell scrap metal. 
We have seen this across the 
country and it will be the 
same for Cambridgeshire.” 

In 2011, 23 dogs were sto¬ 
len in break-ins in the coun¬ 
ty and 22 in 2010, police data 


has revealed. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News , Lola, a 17-week-old 
Golden Retriever, was stolen 
in a raid in Queen Adelaide 
and returned after a media 
appeal. 

Owner Cindy Turner, 42, 
believes her pet could have

been a victim of a gang. She 
said: “I think our puppy was 
one of them. The people 
who brought her in said they 
found her in the woods 30 
miles away but she had 
scratches and dog bites like 
she was kept with other dogs 
that had been stolen.” 

Rosemary Rodd, of 
Cambridge RSPCA, urged 
pet buyers to help stop 
organised theft. She said: 
“This is yet another reason 
why people buying dogs and 
puppies have a responsibili¬ 
ty to ask questions about 
where they came from as 
there would be no reason for 
thefts if there was no market 
for suspiciously cheap pup¬ 
pies.” 

Alsager Animals in Need 
has urged people to micro¬ 
chip their dogs. Hilary 
Baxter, the rescue service’s 
coordinator, said: “It’s dis¬ 
gusting that people steal 
people’s pets. They go for 
designer dogs because they 
can fetch a lot of money on 
the black market.” 

Cambridgeshire Police is 
urging pet owners to “take 
precautions” to deter thieves 
and to call 101 if they see 
anything suspicious.

RURAL roads in the Ely area are 
being blighted by fly tipping and 
angry residents say it should be 
the culprits who are made to 
clean it up. 

Currently East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has to clean 
away all incidents of flytipping 
which are reported to its officers. 

But residents fed-up with see¬ 
ing everything from old televi¬ 
sions to sofas dumped on the 
region’s roads say it should be 
the flytippers themselves who 
should be made to do it. 

One of the problem areas is in 
Grunty Fen Road, Witchford, 
which, despite being not far from 
the district’s state-of-the-art 
new recycling centre, is a hot¬ 
spot for fly tipping. 

Jill Elias, of Main Street, 
Witchford, said: “The amount of 
rubbish being flytipped in 
Grunty Fen Road is horrendous. I 
use the road most days and as 
quickly as the council cleans it 
up the culprits are just as quick 
at dumping fresh rubbish in its 
place.

“It’s gross - it’s not only making 
our countryside look like a rub¬ 
bish dump but it’s a health haz¬ 
ard too. 

“It’s not fair for the council to 
keep having to spend money on 
cleaning it up. They should con¬ 
centrate their efforts on catching 
those responsible - that way the 
culprits could be made to clean it 
up instead. I guarantee you that 
would make them think twice 
about dumping it.” 

In 2011, the Weekly News 
reported that flytipping had cost 
taxpayersinEastCambridgeshire 
a whopping £40,000 in just 12 
months. 

Figures released by the 
Countryside Alliance showed 
there were a total of 320 flytip¬ 
ping instances between April 
2010 and March 2011.

the Sutton Gault area. 

One resident, who did not want 
to be named, said: “There are 
areas of our village which might 
as well be landfill sites because 
people literally come along in 
vans and trailers and dump it 
where they like. 

“It’s awful and so disrespectful 
to those who live here. To be fair 
to the council its workers are 
always quick to clean it up but it 
shouldn’t be the poor council 
who has to do it. 

“The flytippers themselves 
should be caught and made to do 
all the cleaning up.” 

The district council is urging 
people with any information 
about flytipping to call them on 
(01353) 665555. 

A spokesman said: “Flytipping 
is an illegal act which blights the 
countryside. Any information 
which people may have is vital 
and will be used in our investiga¬ 
tions. 

“Should anyone witness such 
an act they should contact us 
with what they have seen.”

Young scientists wow judges 


BUDDING scientists from Ely 
have wowed judges in a compe¬ 
tition at Cambridge University. 

A team of four students from 
King’s Ely Junior School took up 
the challenge of the Salters’ 
Chemistry Competition at the 
university. 

Pupils Jack Laud, Cameron 
Fordham, Katie Diss and Zoe 
Whelan were chosen to repre¬ 
sent the school in the competi¬ 
tion, which was run in conjunc¬ 


tion with the Royal Society of 
Chemistry. 

The challenge included two 
practical sessions, which were 
assessed by judges, and a 
hands-on lecture by Dr Peter 
Worthers. 

In the first session, the King’s 
Ely scientists became forensic 
detectives in an attempt to dis¬ 
cover the murderer of “the body 
in the staff room”. 

The second session saw them 


using chromatography to accu¬ 
rately separate two differently 
coloured dyes. 

Success was achieved in both 
of the challenges, especially in 
the second, where the team 
won first prize for the best sep¬ 
aration technique. 

The pupils’ science teacher, 
Richard Oliver, said: “The pupils 
had a great day, not to mention 
a well-deserved victory.” 


Drug addict filmed 
during break-in 


A DRUG addict was stopped in 
his tracks by a homeowner who 
started filming the would-be 
burglar when he could not get 
into his house. 

Notorious Ely burglar Stephen 
Neal, who at the age of 26 has 29 
previous convictions for 65 
offences, has been jailed for a 
year for the attempted burglary 
in the city on March 6. 

Neal, who the court heard has a 
“longstanding” addiction to 
hard drugs, was confronted by 
the resident in Silver Street as he 
tried to get in through the back 
door to steal from the house to 
fund his drug habit. 

The resident spotted the 
intruder and filmed him, before 
giving him a piece of his mind 
and handing over the evidence 
to police. 

Judge Anthony Bate, sentenc¬ 
ing at Cambridge Crown Court, 
said: “It was an opportunistic

attempt. You tried the door han¬ 
dle and I’m quite sure that had 
no-one been there you would 
have broken in. 

“The householder was there 
and he was made of stern stuff. 
He challenged you. 

“He asked what were you doing 
there and then went to get his 
camcorder to take pictures of the 
defendant standing in his rear 
garden. 

“He made it plain to you in 
robust terms what he thought of 
your conduct.” 

Neal previously admitted 
charges of attempted burglary 
and possession of an offensive 
weapon at magistrates’ court. 

The court heard the defendant 
had a metal bar with him on the 
day of the attempted burglary, 
but it was not linked to the 


offence. Azza Brown, mitigating, 
said he picked up the bar while 
on the way to see his girlfriend 
because he was worried about 
being attacked by drug dealers. 

It is not the first time Neal, of 
High Barns, Ely, has been caught 
by a resident. 

He was given a two year and 
five months jail sentence after 
being chased and cornered by 
the occupant of a home he bur¬ 
gled in St Mary’s Street in 
November 2011. 

In 2010, Neal was caught hav¬ 
ing sex with a woman in the 
grounds of Ely Cathedral. 

At Neal’s sentencing on Friday, 
Judge Bate told the defendant 
there was still hope for him, 
despite sending him to prison. 

He said: “You are still a young 
man. I hope you won’t throw it 
away completely while you still 
have a chance to redeem your¬ 
self.”

lUrbine is approved, 
despite opposition

CONTENTIOUS plans to 
erect a wind turbine at a 
boarding kennel and cattery 
business have been given the 
green light. 

The 20.57m high turbine 
will be built at Buck House in 
Brickmakers Way, Littleport 
- despite fears it could dam¬ 
age views of the surrounding 
countryside. 

Richard Howes, from near¬ 
by Chettisham, said: “I really 
hope the council doesn’t 
approve the wind turbine for 
Brickmakers Way. 


“They’ve already approved 
a turbine of similar size for 
Wood Fen Pumping Station, 
off Ely Road, and if we’re not 
careful our area is soon going 
to be blighted with turbines. 

“Yes they’re eco-friendly 
but they damage the beauti¬ 
ful views of our Fen country¬ 
side. One or two turbines are 
fine but if people continue to 
whack them up at this rate 
then I think we could soon be 
in trouble.” 

Wendy Reeves, of Buck 
House, applied for planning 
permission to erect the tur¬ 
bine in March and the pro¬ 
posals have now been 
approved by East 


Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The turbine will be 14.97m 
high to its hub and 20.57m 
high to the tip of its blades. 
Mrs Reeves says the turbine 
will save approximately four 
tonnes of carbon every year.

EastEnders bad boy, Dancing on Ice champ and musical maestro; 
is there anything Sam Attwater can’t do? Ahead of his Cambridge 
appearance in The Rocky Horror Show, Lydia Fallon chats to the actor 
about landing his raunchiest role to date. 


F ROM hanging out with Dot and Phil on the cobbled streets 
of Albert Square to gliding across ice in Lycra and sequins, 
Sam Attwater's career so far has had variety, to say the 
least. 

But it's the bright lights of the stage that gets the tall, dark 
and handsome 27-year-old truly excited. "Musicals are always 
what I wanted to do," Sam says. "I sing, dance and act and 
enjoy all aspects of that. Performing to a live crowd is great 
- you can't make any mistakes and I get a real buzz from it. I 
thrive under that pressure." 

Currently wowing audiences as Brad in the hip-thrusting, 
time-warping camp-fest that is The Rocky Horror Show, 
when we speak on the phone, Sam has just performed in 
his opening night in Edinburgh and is in a jubilant mood. "It 
went really well," he says shyly. "I was just pleased to get 
started and get the first show out of the way." 

Telling the story of squeaky-clean college sweethearts Brad 
and Janet and their adventure at the hands of Dr Frank'n'Furter, 
The Rocky Horror Show is full of fun, frolics and timeless songs 
- and 40 years since its first showing back in 1973, it's still 
wowing and shocking audiences in equal measure. 

Show director Christopher Luscombe has given the show 
a new lease of life for its 40th anniversary tour, but Rocky 
Horror die-hards need not fear, it's as naughty as ever, and 
definitely Sam's raunchiest show to date. 

He recalls a moment during his solo number Once in a While, 
when an audience member shouts out something far too rude 
to repeat here; my blushing went into overdrive. 


Another thing Sam's still trying to get used to are the risque 
outfits for which the show is famous. Let's just say he won't be 
donning fishnets, corsets and stilettos on a night out with the 
boys anytime soon. 

"That was the part I didn't enjoy quite as much," he laughs. 
"At one point I come out in a corset and stilettos, which was so 
scary but the audience really helped put me at ease, there was 
just this wall of noise. But the outfits are interesting, to say the 
least - I definitely won't be wearing them at weekends!" 

And talking of camp costumes, it's almost two years to the 
day since Sam took the Dancing on Ice crown, stealing the 
hearts of the nation with his slick moves and sizzling 'Will 
they, won't they?' partnership with Canadian skater Brianne 
Delcourt. 

The whole experience was a dream come true for the actor. 

"I never thought I would take to the ice so naturally; I knew 
I could skate around but I never expected to be able to do the 
lifts and all the intricate bits. 

"It's quite funny because I had always said it was my dream 
to be on EastEnders and Strictly Come Dancing, but then 
Dancing on Ice came along and it was great to do something 
challenging like that." 

And what about his honest feelings towards the notoriously 
hard-to-please judge Jason Gardiner? 

"Jason is very pantomime," Sam recalls. "He puts on an act 
for the show and it brings in the viewers. At the end of the day 
its fantastic entertainment." 

The show was also where he met his current girlfriend, the 
stunning professional skater Vicky Ogden (we sense a trend!), 
but you won't catch them on the ice together any time soon. 
"I'm actually not allowed to as it breaks my contract - it comes 
under extreme sports," he laughs. 

I ask whether it's hard to juggle a relationship with the 
pandemonium of life on tour. "It can be hard but we live 
together, which helps. And I think when you do spend time 



apart it makes you really appreciate the time you get to 
spend together." 

Some of that time might be spent wandering around 
Cambridge, and as a first-timer, Sam can't wait to explore. 
He's also expecting one of the best crowds on the whole 
tour. 

"A couple of the 
performances in 
Cambridge are late- 
night ones and all 
standing. It's a rowdy 
show as it is but I 
imagine it's going to 
be rowdier than 
ever!"

SCOTT Moore and Jon 
Lucas, co-writers of 
the first chapter of The 
Hangover trilogy, make 
their directorial debut with 
a raucous and gleefully 
foul-mouthed comedy that 
attempts to replicate the 
boozy shenanigans of their 
earlier script. 

21 & Over harnesses the 
reckless abandon of three 
high school friends on 
the night at the youngest 
member of the trio comes 
of age and can legally buy 
and consume alcohol. 

To celebrate, the pals 
embark on an ill-fated 
bender that includes a 
close encounter with a 
rampaging bull, a near¬ 
death experience with 
a swimming pool cover 


and naked humiliation at 
the hands of a sorority of 
enraged Latinas. 

We first meet gung-ho 
Miller (Miles Teller) and 
strait-laced Casey (Skylar 
Astin) walking across a 
campus in their birthday 
suits, with red raw 
buttocks and a sock apiece 
to spare their blushes. 

The film then flashes 
back to the previous day 
as Miller and Casey arrive 
at the house of their 
pal Jeff Chang (Justin 
Chon), who is turning 
21. Birthday celebrations 
are put on hold because 
Jeff has an interview for 
medical school the next 
morning organised by his 
controlling father. 

But after much 
persuading, Jeff agrees 
to accompany Miller and 
Casey out on the town for 
a couple of drinks before 
an early night. Umpteen 


beers and shots later, the 
birthday boy is paralytic 
and Casey is smitten 
with a girl called Nicole 
(Sarah Wright), who is 
attracted to spontaneous, 
unpredictable men. 

Sparks of mutual 
attraction are doused, 
temporarily at least, so 
that Casey and Miller can 
carry their buddy home 
to his bed.Unfortunately, 
neither lad knows Jeff's 
address so they embark on 
a madcap misadventure 
in search of inspiration, 
crossing paths with 
Nicole's oafish jock 
boyfriend Randy (Jonathan 
Keltz), who clearly doesn't 
deserve her.

Garden designs 
- Swedish style 


SWEDISH design goes much further than Ikea, 
thanks to Swedish garden designers including 
award-winning Ulf Nordfjell, who is currently 
preparing for his forthcoming show garden at the 
RHS Chelsea Flower Show. 

Yet it is possible to bring Swedish design to 
your own garden, giving it a 
more contemporary feel with 
clean lines and good use of 
symmetry, he says. 

"Sweden doesn't really have 
the same tradition as the UK in 
terms of its gardening. England 
has a much richer history with 
many different styles, ranging 
from old and traditional 
to extremely modern," he 
explains. 

"In Sweden we favour clean, 
simple lines and like to create 
the feeling of space. Most 
notably, Swedish gardens must 
be adaptable to the harsh climate, so we use 
materials that can cope with that such as granite, 
concrete, timber and steel. 

"We have extreme winters and long summer 
days and so have to carefully select plants that 
can cope with these conditions. In the summer 
when it stays light until late, you can go out and 


do your gardening at 3am." 

Sharp lines can emphasise any structures in the 
garden and are unusual as they are so rare in 
nature. They can also draw the eye to your focal 
point, he observes. 

"One way to do this is by pruning hedges. In 
the Laurent-Perrier garden, I 
have pruned quercus hedges, 
which are underlined by low 
walls of travertine. These draw 
the attention to the pergola, 
where there is an elegant water 
feature. 

"Water can be a great way to 
add character to your garden. 

It adds movement and you 
can easily build around it. You 
can be creative and choose a 
sculpture or piece of art for 
added interest. 

"Rather than placing it 
centrally, French gardeners 
will often place statues to the side, which creates 
different areas of interest around the garden." 

His favourite British plants include Anemone 
'White Swan', Iris germanica, stipa grasses and 
taxus (yew) hedges. 

His Chelsea show garden will be a 
contemporary take on a romantic garden, 


acknowledging the heritage of the family- 
owned Laurent-Perrier champagne house while 
incorporating a modem elegance. He has chosen 
simple materials such as stone, wood and metal, 
complemented by perennials in a colour palette of 
soft pinks and blues, as well as creamy oranges, 
yellows and whites. 

Perennials will be planted in blocks in different 
layers, including iris, viola, dianthus, stipa and 
verbascum in full sun and thalictrum, gillenia, 
aruncus and anemones in half shade. 

Gardens in Sweden are very focused on spring, 
which takes place in April and May in southern 
Sweden and a couple of weeks from the end of 
May in the north. There's another peak of interest 
in mid-summer, but the focus tends to be on 
structural design rather than plants. 

While there is more interest in perennials these 
days, Sweden does not enjoy late-flowering plants 
that are abundant in this country, says Nordfjell. 

He has been inspired by many British designers, 
from Vita Sackville-West to Christopher Bradley- 
Hole, Julie Toll, Andy Sturgeon, Tom Stuart-Smith 
and Jinny Blom. 

But among his favourites is the late Ulla Molin, 
a Swedish designer renowned for introducing 
modernism in gardening by using strong 
materials, soft colours and fewer, more selective 
plants.

His own personal favourites for each season, 
which are easily grown in this country and 
will add both colour and texture to the garden 
scene, include Cornus sanguinea 'Winter Flame' 
in winter; Scilla siberica, Helleborus nigra and 
Fritillaria meleagris 'Alba' in spring; Dicentra 
Formosa 'Aurora', Iris sibirica 'Silver Edge', 
Paeonia 'White Wings', Rosa moyesii 'Nevada' 
and Phlox paniculata 'Rosa Pasted' in summer; 
and Anemone 'Honorine Jobert' and Gentiana 
makinoi in autumn.

Fallon sings praises
